Nd fo2 the butchers and others that come with Uictuals of fleſh out of the Countrey to 
the Citie, the L oꝛd Maioꝛ ſhall cauſe certaine perfonsto watch at the Gates, and other line 
places in the Suburbs, where fleſh may be bzought in, to view and ſearch, and to intertepft 
the lame: and if any of thoſe Watchmen be found negligent, and toꝛrupt in his charge, then he to 
be tommitted to Pziſon during the whole Lent. 


Ndtotheendthe Fiſhermen may imploy themkelues to Sea, with better incouragement 
then heretofoze; Andthat the Fiſhmonceers may furniſh themſelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from 
time to time hereafter as ſhalbe expedient, aſwell fo: the pzouiſion of the Citie, as foꝛ ſelling 
the ſame at reaſonable rates: They are hereby required to take notice of his Maieſties com- 
mandement, and conſtant reſolution foꝛ the obſeruante of Lent, and Fiſh dayes both now and 
hereafter,as by Law is required. | 
Ndfozaſmuch as the vſeand libertie now taken, is ſo farre declined from the abſtinenee, 
and moderation of fozmer times, as in ſtead of faſting, and fozbearing Suppers on Fri 
dayes — — Lent, and other times, which heretofoze was duely oblerued there is now 
nothing moꝛe , then ts make ſpeciall choiſe of Friday nights foz Suppers and entertain⸗ 
ment and to marke out thoſe dayes foz riot and exteſſe, to the great offence andſcandallof Go- 
uernment : Fo: the anopding whereot, as it is to be wiſhe euery man would be a rule of oꝛ⸗ 
der to himſelfe, in his oWne houle, aſwel in reſpect ofthe Publique, as ot his pꝛiuate eaſe and com- 
moditie: So his Mateſtie doeth ſtraitly charge and command all Inholders, Keepers of Oꝛdi⸗ 
nary Tables, Uictualers Alehoulſe keepers, and Tauernoꝛs, not to make any Supper foꝛ any 
perſon, oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer vpon Friday nights, either in Lent oz out ot Tent, uoꝛ to ſuffer 


any Meat to be then dꝛeſled, vttered, ſold, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, vpon ſuch puniſhment, as is 
due to thoſe that ſhall contemne his Pateſties Royallpleaſure and tommandement. 


HE \ Nd as theſe Oꝛders are expꝛeſtely deuiled to be executed in the Citie of London, and plates 


neere to the ſame : So his Maieſties pleaſure and Commandement is, That the execution 

of theſe, oꝛ ike Oꝛders be perfozmed by the commandement of his Maieſties Juſtices of 
Peace in all Shires within their Rule, and to all other Officersin Townes Cozpozate, oz in 
any Liberties, with like oꝛder foꝛ the Bonds to be taken to his Maieſties vſe, and certified in- 
tothe Erchequer : And that no manner of toleration, fauour oꝛ conniuentie be vled by any = 
ſtite of Peace, oꝛ other Officer, contrary to — meaning of thele Oꝛders. as both they that 
ſhall pꝛeſume wittingly ſo to tolerate the offence, as alſo the Party himſelfe offending will an⸗ 
ſwere the ſame at their vttermoſt perils. It being His Mateſties expꝛeſſe pleaſure, that His 
Lawes in this caſe ſhall be hereafter ſeuerely executed vpon all offenders whatſoeuer.
